In the Notice of Abandonment page, (a number list of 1 thru 7), in line 1 box 
a (X) states, Applicant's failure to file a proper reply to the office letter mailed on 
21 October 2003. In 1(d) (X) no reply has been received. 

(See explanation in box 7) 7. The reason below: 
I, Examiner Edwyn Labaze, have been unsuccessfully calling the applicant with regards 
to the office action mailed on 10/21/2003. Since no response has been properly filled 
to the office, the case is officially abandoned.

I was 
sick and was making many trips to the Doctors. I didn't have enough income to maintain 
and keep a telephone. So on my part, the Patent Office wasn't able to contact me by 
phone. But my mailing address hadn't changed, I could have been contacted any time 
by mail by the Patent Office, but wasn't until I received a letter of abandonment from 
the Patent Office. As far as I knew, I had paid for a patent and there was no money 
owed. I was glad when I received a letter in 12/30/2004 from the Patent Office that 
our Patent Application had been published, but was published as a non- finial application. 

(ii) With respect, I would ask the Commissioner For Patents, to revive our 
Patent Application. I know that Examiner Edwyn Labaze and I have worked very 
hard to complete this patent application. The public need for this invention is very 
great. Please revive the patent application 09/973,626. Please let me know what 
cost I may owe for being untimely and late charges. I will be glad to pay the late 
charges and will do my best to keep all letters and phone calls timely in the future. 

(iii) If I need to make amendments to certain contents of the patent application, 
I will be glad to do so, to the best that I can.
